If at any time before submitting 
your final report you deem it for 
the public interest in any wise on 
any subject, you may present to this 
eourt a partial report or recommend- 
ation based upon your investigation 
of county affairs so far as you may 
have gone in such inquiry. 

Grand jurors, the enforcement of the 
law is the great need and topic of 
the hour in San Bernardino county. 
Examine into the mode and character 
of this enforcement in this county, 
the care of those under sentence and 
inearcerated in its institutions, and 
the betterment to the end of higher 
efficiency in the apprehension ot 
criminals and prosecution of crime. 


Says Justice Needs Improvement 

Of all questions before you I regard 
no one as more important than the 
improvement of the administration of 
We must make it so that 
the poor man shall have equal oppor- 
tunity with the rich before the 
ceurts. Courts were brought into 
being in this state not for the benefit 
of the rich and powerful but for 
the protection of the poor and weuk. 
It is one of the needs of the hour 
to return ihem te the principles: icf 
ltheir foundation. The rich and poor, 
the powerful and the weak, must have 
like opportunity. There must be 
absolute equality in the enforcement 
of the law. 

It has been 





announced in the 
public press that upon the drawing 
these initial 30 mames of the 
grand jury list for summoning ‘here 
today, this court said there seemed no 
immediate need for your empanel- 
ment. No such statement was made 
by this court. There is a very im- 
mediate need of the most deep-rooted 
and immediate painstaking inquiry of 
the actual conditions surrounding gov- 
ernment in this county today. From 
} so evident an untruth as the quotation 
| referred to being so broadcast through- 
out San Bernardino county, the court 
is not sure but. that the censorship of 
,;news and suppression. of facts and 
dissemination of poisoned news 
throughout the county, might well re- 
ceive your careful consideration. 


Wants Frank Investigation 

Changes and resignations of official 
heads of departments of the county 
government are always subjects for 
| frank investigations as to their cause. 
It is your duty, jurors, to make care- 
;ful investigation, if you find there 
have been such changes, and go 
thoroughly and deeply to the bottom 
of all the surrounding circumstances. 
County warrants, their nature and ex- 
tent, are always a subject of thought- 
ful interest and it will be your duty 
to inquire into them with care. The 
present trend of exorbitant taxation 
in the county, mounting year by year, 
must be arrested. Taxes must be 
lowered. Economy must be brought 
into the public service. Retrenchment 
must be had to the end of the libera- 
tion of the people from the excessive 
‘cost of county government. To thi: 
jend inquire into the county payrolls. 
;and after due deliberation see if you 
jcannot agree upon some recommenda- 
tion that shall in some degree relieve 
the taxpayers of the county from at 
least a part o* their present excessive 
burden. The court feels it to be a 
function of the grand jury to make 
recommendations looking to the lower- 
ing of the tax rate and to see that 
bids are properly called for under our 
county charter, including county 
printing and legal -notices. 


Former Reports Are Studied 

The court deems ‘it proper and just 
also,’ jurors, to request’ you to in- 
quire whether the recommendations of 
former grand juries have been carried 
into effect. If citizens of this county- 
are to be entrusted with such great 
responsibility as is yours and at 
such large cost to the taxpayers, then 
their recommendations in behalf of 
better government _—_ should receive 
prompt attention and the most care- 
ful consideration. In studying over 
the reports of former jurors I am 
astonished to note that practically 
none of the vital things pertaining to 
our county government in the re- 
commendations have been taken into 
serious consideration or have been con- 
summated. I quote for reference from 
the 1922 grand jurors’ report as an 
example of the utter futility of any 
good work done in this behalf unless 
the incoming body see that the work 
and recommendations of their pre- 
decessors are properly complied with. 
In their report they said: 

“We hereby bring an _ indictment 
against the system which has been 
allowed to prevail in our Courthouse, 
not only in the auditor’s office, but 
in some other departments, which 
make the tests of official life not 
efficiency but political affiliation. 

“If the large sums of money mis- 
appropriated, so far as known totaling 
about $26,000, cannot be recovered by 
the suits already filed or to be filed, 
it would seem just that the entire 
county rather than the individual tax- 
payer should suffer the loss, because 
we, the citizens, have permitted men 
ta be appointed to office not as would 
be the case in a private business, but 
rather because of the desire to give 
the office to the appointee of some 
Particular section of the county or 
in return for some political service 
rendered by the appointee or his 
friends. 

“So long as this method is followed, 
so long shall we be subject to the 
repetition of such disgraceful and 
criminal acts. We may expect their 





‘| recurrence unless we as citizens of thts 


great county insist that all our county 
offices shall be considered as a public 
trust, appointments to be made for 
the good of the public and not as a 
reward for political activity or alle- 
giance. 

“It would appear that the positions 
of auditor and his deputies were he- 
stowed as a matter of political pre- 
ferment and no adequate supervision 
was given the appointees thereof. The 
outcome, therefore, in the criminal 
dishonesty of those. thus placed was 
to be expected and reflects upon the 
voters of the entire county who have 
permitted public offices to be used as 
a reward for political service.” 

That portion of the report of the 
1922 grand jury which I have read 
may well receive your consideration, 
particularly their recommendation that 
the county as a whole rather than the 
‘individual taxpayers affected, bear 
_the loss. 
| Individual Judgment Is To Guide 
| “The court, jurors, wishes to. em- 
phasize to you the importance of 
being guided in all matters exclusively 
by your own individual judgment. Wet 
no outside infiuence sway your ‘-12- 
| ment. it is not only a contempt of 
court but it is a misdemeanor at 
, Comamon law for volunteers to an- 
jProach a grand jury for the purpose 













tions you shall find anything amiss, 


































































































of influencing its action. And _ the 
corollary is alike true: you yourself 
must not discuss with anyone the 
happenings in your grand jury room. 
The law makes it your duty. to in- 
quire into all public offenses com- 
mitted or triable in this county, and 
to present them to the court by 
indictment. The proceedings of a 
grand jury generally become known 
about the Courthouse within five min 
utes after their adjournments. Such 
a situation interferes with the effttency 
of a grand jury and often defeats its 
action. Discuss with no one your pro- 
ceedings. 


No Interference Is Permitted 

The least attempt to influence the 
grand jury in your decision of the 
effect of the evidence by any officer 
of the law, is an unjustifiable inter- 
ference, and no fair or honorable 
officer will ever be. gu:'ty of it. Ii 
has been common practice for mem- 
bers of the grand jury to request the 
opinion of the public prosecutor as 
to the propriety of voting an indict- 
ment; but it is his duty to avoid 
giving it, or even any intimation or 
the subject; but in all cases to leave 
the grand jury to decide independent- 
ly for themselves. 

The only valid basis on which the 
institution of the grand jury rests is 
that it is an independent and im- 
partial tribunal; and it is the duty of 
the court to refuse to tolerate any 
practice which conflicts with its in- 
dependence and impartiality. The pur- 
pose of the institution of the grand 
jury was to interpose a check upon 
county officials and the presentation 
of indictments: upon any matter to 
the court; and the grand jury would 
cease to answer this purpose and 
would increase the danger it was in- 
tended to avert if it should receive, in 
even the smallest degree, the official 
direction of such authorities. 


Nothing Higher Than Court 

North, south, east and west, within 
the boundaries ‘of San _ Bernardino 
county, there is nothing higher than 
the Superior Court. You are officers 
of that court and as its officers you 
are supreme. No county official is 
above you. No man or set of men 
is more powerful. You are above all 
and within the scope of your investi- 
gation your word is law. All doors: 
must immediately be opened to you. 
All records must be promptly furnish- 
ed to you. You have access at all 
times and at all hours into every de- 
partment of the county govermument. 
Brook no interference or postponement 
of your demands. All your requests 
must be immediately met without let 
or hindrance. If you meet with any 
opposition; if any delay or inter- 
ference is attempted by anyone, high 
or low, report the matter with dis- 
patch to this court and the offender 
will answer to this court with either 
his submission or his: liberty. 

If there are men who fled the state 
just prior to the drawing of this grand 
jury to escape being called before 
you, issue your subpoena for them and 
demand their return. 

Remember that at ail times this 
court with all the full weight of its 
power stands behind you and is at 
your service. 

You are serving the people of San | 
Bernardino county in their desire for 
clean government and they expect you 
to do your work thoroughly and effi- 
ciently, with justice to all and favor 
to none. 

Authorized To Employ Experts 

You are authorized to employ your 
own independent experts. Do so free- 
ly, if you find it necessary, first sub- 
mitting any contracts for their em- 
ployment for sanction to this court. 
You are net compelled to take any 
expert furnished you or suggested to 
you by anyone. Be your own guide, 
counsellor and friend, and as a grand 
jury have your own individuality and 
personality. Be independent. Follow 
your own judgment and this court and 
the people of this county will be be- 
hind you. Employ independently your 
own experts and I will O. K. the bill 
and pass it on to the Board of Super- 
visors. I will back you to the limit. 
The Board of Supervisors and its 
chairman are not your superiors in 
this matter. They are your subordi- 
nates and under your instruction and 
investigation. The people of -this county 
look to you and no public ‘official 
will dare to openly defy the public 
opinion of San Bernardino County. 

If in the course of your investiga- 


don’t focus on the subordinates. In- 
dict the men at the tcp if they have 
violated the law. 

There shail nothing stand in your 
way nor check you, or block you in 
your investigations. You, through the 
court which empanels you, are supreme 
above any men or set of men, and 
you will be obeyed.

Probe all to the very bottom. Leave 
no stone unturned. If you find noth- 
ing amiss, then say so with all praise!

L. A. Capitalists to Spend 
$3,000,000 to Rebuild Famous 
Property. Present Building 
To Be Razed, Plans Outlined 





More than $3,000,000 will be 
spent during the next year in 
transforming the Arrowhead Hot 
Springs into Southern California’s 
leading health resort, it was de- 
clared yesterday by Seth Mar- 
shall. 

A group of Los Angeles capital- 
ists with whom Mr. Marshall is 
affiliated, wilk take charge of the 
resort today, this being the first 
time in five years that the prop- 
erty has been under private con- 
trol. 

Government Lease Ended 


Termination of the government 
lease was effected yesterday and 
most of the equipment has been 
taken from the different buildings 
to be sent to Arizona. The work 
of extensive improvements and re- 
habilitation will be started im- 
mediately, it was said by Mr. 
Marshall yesterday. 

The Arrowhead Hot Springs 
Company has an authorized cap- 
ital of $5,000,000, and represents 
a group of seven business men. 
Seth Marshall is president of the 
organization. 

“The condition of the property 
at this time, after a four years’ 
lease by the government, repre- 
sents a wanton waste of much of 
the scenic beauty bordering on 
what appears willful destruction. 
However, neither money nor ef- 
fort will be spared to make Ar- 
rowhead Hot Springs one of the 
most attractive resorts in this 
state,” said Mr. Marshall. 

Hotel To Be Renovated 

This property was leased to the 
government for a hospital in 
1920 by Mr. Marshall, and has 
since that time offered both aid 
and return to health of many sol- 
diers who have been sent there 
from different points in the Unit- 
ed States in an effort to recuper- 
ate health. The hot water min- 
eral and mud baths of the insti- 
tution are widely known for the 
benefits derived and the ideal lo- 
eation, comprising 1287 acres, of- 
fers one of the best scenic points 
in the state. 

The large three story building, 
including a spacious lobby more 
than 200 feet in length, and the 
well-lighted and ventilated dining 


room, comprising nearly 5900 
square feet, with other large 
rooms of the building, will be 


altered, according to plans made 

by Mr. Marshall yesterday, 
Although no definite plan was
